LAND FOR ROAD 


The regular meeting of the city 
Council was held on the evening of 
June 29th, with all the members in 
attendance except Ald. Parker and 
Paton, 

Wm. Stein interviewed council re- 
specting motive power for his chop- 
ping mill. This was referred to the 
utilities committee with power to act. 

The question of expropriating the 
corner of P. J. Hasting’s property at 
the intersection of Thusis Avenue and 
and the C, & FE. trail was referred to 
the public works committee and the 
city solicitor, and if the city has the 
authority, that they be authorized to 
take the necessary land 29 feet from 
the corner towards the centre of the 
lot and 76 feet in a southerly and 76 
feet in an easterly direction.

CROP CONDITIONS 
ON THE PRAIRIES 
VERY PROMISING 


(Spécial to The Times) 

Winnipeg, July 6—Further rains in 
many districts of the west have made 
crop conditions very favorable and 
farmers appear to_ consider prospects 
better than for many years, is stated, 
in the weekly crop report of the ag: 
ricultural department of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. All grains show fast 
growth in the past week and indica- 
tions are for an early harvest. No 
damage from insect pests is heard of 
and on account of the healthy condi- 
tion of grain it is felt that chances of 
escaping the rust menace is good. 
Areas where heat and high winds in 
individual districts have made condi- 
tions not so good as generally exists 
they are small percentages of the to- 
tal areas. Wheat is heading out in 
many of the earlier fields hut most of 
it is in shot blade with straw of good 
length and thick strands. Oats, bar- 
ley and flax are all doing well and 
showing healthy color. The hay crop 
has been somewhat backward and gen- 
erally speaking, wild and cultivated 
hay will be on the light side. The 
pastures are good and stock is thriy- 
ing. Sheepmen have had a very fav- 
orable spring for their work, and the 
shearing is now in progress, the wool 


crop, in addition to heing of good grade 


will be a heavy clip. 

In Manitoba showers during the 
last week-end have greatly freshened 
crops and in the districts which had 
suffered depletion of moisture — re- 
reserve due to heat and wind were of 
special benefit. Further precipitation 
would, however, be welcome at several 
Points. Much of the wheat is coming 
into head but the bulk is in the shot 
blade. Later sown wheat is good and 
oats and barley are coming along nice- 
ly. 

Crop conditions throughout Saskat- 
chewan continue looking quite prom- 
ising and rain and) warm weather 
which was nfuch needed, was receiy- 
ed in many districts. The effect of 
cutworms and high winds is still in 
evidence in some sections and will 
no doubt lower the yield per acre. 
Undoubtedly great benefit will result 
from the rain on the Empress sub- 


critical, the crop being very short and 
uneven, Light hail storms were re- 
ported from a few points but with no 
apparent damage. Summer fallowing 
is making good progress and probably 
65 to 75 per cent of intended acreage 
has already been completed. 

The crops throughout the central 
and northern portions of Alberta are 
looking particularly well, and rains 
are reported in many districts. Con- 
ditions in southern Alberta have re- 
ceived great benefit from the rains 
of a week or so ago, and while the 
farmers in general in these parts are 
not looking for any bumper crop, 
there should be a good average one 
if the present prospeets are matn- 
tained. In badly blown sections the 
grade will likely be affeeted as some 
of the grain is just beginning to grow 
and will be Inter ripening than the 
earlier sown which is in the shot 
blade and considerable of it heading 
out. On the Aldersyde subdivision a 
correspondent reports that wheat is 
30 inches high and headed out. Up 
to 90 per cent hail damage was sus- 
tained on June 30, over a narrow strip 
{wo miles long on the Brooks sub- 
division, 

Good growing weather prevailed 
throughout the provinee of British 
Columbia and crops of all kinds are 
making a favorable progress. The 
rain of the 19th and 20th ult., through- 
out the Okanagan Valley and interior 
dry belt’ meant many thousands of 
dollars to growers, as fruit. was in 
danger of receiving an immediate 
setback. All tree fruits are sizing up 
fast and are probably from ten days 
to two weeks in advance of last year, 
Apple drop has been heavy, but never- 
theless this crop as a whole will prove 
to be a good one. The picking of lo- 
ganberries is well under way and the 
bulk of the crop is going to wine com: 
panies, The strawberries are nearly 
all over while raspberries are moving 
in carlots and are a heavy crop,

land; which produces seed in the 
grain, practically valueless as. feed 
and besides causes heavy dockage at 
the elevator. Probably the greatest 
loss by weeds is the extra cost o 


cultivation. They necessitate greater 


expenditure in machinery, labor and 


of grain or fodder crops on land that 

otherwise would be productive. 
Weeds rob the soil of plant food 

and moisture, and thus increase the 


oration, 

Weeds crowd out the cultivated 
crop and increase the cost of binding, 
threshing and marketing. Many hin- 
ders are broken through the binding 
of coarse weeds. ‘The hauling to the 
elevator and the extra freight from 
elevator to terminal points are heavy 
losses to the farmer. 

Weeds attract injurious insects and 
harbor fungus diseases. The ultimate 
effect of weeds is to Breatly reduce 
the value of the land, In some in- 
stances land has become absolutely 
valueless through being — overrun 
with weeds. 

Certain weeds are termed: noxious 
because; 


1. Weeds of fast growth crowd ont 
| the crop, absorb moisture, reduce fer- 
tility and shut out the sun. 

2. The production of large quan: 
lities of seed. Although the vigorous 
growers may often be easily destroy- 
ed, they keep the sell constantly fill- 
ed with fresh seeds. 

3. Indestructibility of seed. Cer. 
tain seeds are so well protected with 
an oily coating that they remain in 
the soil for many years, and still re- 
tain sufficient vitality to germinate 
when brought to the surface of the 
soil within reach of air, 

4, Tumbling habits. Certain weeds 
break off readily at the ground and 
roll over the land before the wind 
distributing seed as they go. 

5. Creeping rootstocks. Many of 
the weeds, such as Perennial Sow 
Thistle, Canada Thistle, Blue Lettuce, 
Poverty Weed, Quack Grass, Bind- 
week, ete, are propagated by means 
of underground stems as well as by 
seeds, These rootstocks are difficult 
fo destroy and spread with remark- 
able activity under the soil, sending 
up new shoots at short intervals, 
which soon cover the ground and 
choke the crop,

This gets the pigs 
over weaning time, the most critical 
period of their lives, before winter 
weather, Expensive hog houses are 
not necessary as quite the best results 
are secured at the station from fall 
pigs fed in the open with only small; 
portable cabins, banked with straw, 
for shelters, Pigs are never kept in 
the large hog house after two weeks 
of age as they do much better in the 
cabins. 

In the feeding experiments in 1923, 
a year of average prices, it required 
an average of 322.3 pounds of grain to 
produce 100 pounds of pork from 54 


spring pigs, compared with 420 Ibs} 


of grain to produce 100 Ibs of pork 
from 75 fall pigs. Also, it required 
224 days for the fall pigs to reach 
an average weight of 172.7 Ibs., while 
the spring pigs in 212 days reached 
an average of 189.7 !bs. But while 
the spring pigs sold at an overage of 
189.7 Ibs. But while the spring pigs 
sold at an average of $7.50 per cwt., 
the fall pigs sold at $9.05 per ewt. 
Thus the 64 spring pigs showed a pro- 
fit of only $4.01 per head as against 
a profit of $4.90 per head for the fall 
pigs. 

Pastures greatly reduce the cost of 
production — aid the 
number of selects, the station, 
Sows carrying fall litters are carried 
on pastures of outs and rye, rape or 
alfalfa and only sufficient 
grain to keep them in good breeding 
condition, A mixture of whole oats 
or oat chop and wheat bran is fed on 
the ground, A week before farrowing 
the sows are placed in farrowing pens 
but two weeks after farrowing, the 
sows and litters are put out in’ pas- 
ture lots with thoroughly disinfected 
cabins for shelters, Litters are wean- 
ed al $ weeks of age. 

In the west, the great drawback to 
fall litters is that they come during 
harvest but not very much — extra 
work is involved. ‘Two litters a year 
double the intome from the sows, and 
oats and barley can be marketed 
with much less hauling and ato mueh 
higher prices as pork rather than ag 
grain.
